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SENATE MOTION

MR. PRESIDENT:

I move that Engrossed House Bill 1499 be amended to read as follows:

Page 90, between lines 37 and 38, begin a new paragraph and insert:1
"SECTION 110. [EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1, 19992

(RETROACTIVE)] (a) As used in this SECTION, "assessment3
date" has the meaning set forth in IC 6-1.1-1-2.4

(b) As used in this SECTION, "qualifying city" means a city5
having a population of more than ninety thousand (90,000) but less6
than one hundred ten thousand (110,000).7

(c) As used in this SECTION, "qualifying corporation" means8
a nonprofit corporation that:9

(1) provides services to:10
(A) affiliated hospitals; and11
(B) affiliated long term care, intermediate care, residential12
care, and outpatient care facilities;13

(2) on the 1999 assessment date, owned tangible real and14
personal property located in a qualifying city;15
(3) with respect to the 2000 assessment date, filed a property16
tax exemption application under IC 6-1.1-11 and was granted17
an exemption for tangible real and personal property:18

(A) owned by the corporation; and19
(B) located in the qualifying city referred to in subdivision20
(2); and21

(4) with respect to the 1999 assessment date, was denied a22
property tax exemption for tangible real and personal23
property:24

(A) owned by the corporation; and25
(B) located in the qualifying city referred to in subdivision26
(2);27

on the grounds that the corporation failed to file an exemption28
application for that assessment date.29

(d) Notwithstanding IC 6-1.1-11, the county auditor of a county30
in which tangible real and personal property owned by a qualifying31
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corporation was located on the 1999 assessment date shall treat1
that property as exempt from property tax for that assessment2
date.3

(e) This SECTION expires January 1, 2002.".4
Renumber all SECTIONS consecutively.5
